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A’o. 447-4, I0r/i Feb. 1967, — The rules regulating the 

recruitment to the Military Engineer Services, Class I, pub- 
lished as Notification No. 889 dated the 23rd April 1962 in 
Part I, Section 3 of the Gazette of India, dated the 5th May, 
1962, which were amended from time to time, are further 
amended as follows : — 

1, For rule 5, substitute the following;— 

t4 5. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India, or 

< f ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, and the East African 
Countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic 
of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) 
wjih the intention of permanently settling in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been given by the Government of India 
and if he belongs to category (f) the certificate of eligibility 
will be issued for a period of one year after which such a 
candidate will be retained in service subject to his having 
acquired Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since then, 

(ii ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have got 
themselves registered as citizens of India under Arti- 
cle 6 of the Constitution, 

(iii) Non-citizens in category ([) above who entered ser- 
vice under the Government of India before the com- 
mencement of the Constitution, vtz. t 26th January 
1950, and who have continued in such service since 
then without a break. Any such person who re- 
entered or may re-enter such service with break after 
the 26th January 1950, will, however, require certi- 
ficate Of eligibility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility ii neces- 
sary may be admitted to the examination and he may also be 
provisionally appointed subject to the necessary certificate 
being given to him by the Government.*’ 

(2) The existing Note under rule 7(a) as well as the Note 
under rule 7(b) may be substituted as follows > 

‘The upper age-limit prescribed above will be further rel ax- 

able. 

(i) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) Up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from East Pakistan and 
has migrated to India on or after January 1, 1964; 

(tii) Up to a maximum of eight years, if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide displaced person from East PakT 
stan and has migrated to India on or after January 
1, 1964; 

(iv) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of French 
at some stage; 

(v) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st November 
1964 under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 
1964; 


(vi ) Upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November 1964, under the Indo-Ceykm Agree- 
ment of October, 1964; 

(vii) Uplo a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu; 

<viii) Upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is of 
Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, Uganda 
and the United Republic of Tanzania (Formerly 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) Upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(xl Up to a maximum of eight >cars if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Cade or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated To India on or after 1st 
June, 1963; 

(xi ) Up to a maximum of three years in the case of the 
disabled ex-Defence Services personnel. This con- 
cession will not, however, be admissible to a candi- 
date who has already appeared at five previous 
examinations; and 

(xii) Up to a maximum of eight years in the caac of the 
disabled ex-Den fence Services personnel who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. This 
concession will not, however, be admissible to 
a candidate who has already appeared at ten pre- 
vious examinations, 

(3) For the existing rule 9, substitute the following: — 

'*9. A candidate must have — 

(A) obtained a degree in Engineenn:, from a University in- 
corporated by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in 
India or other educational Institutes established by an Act of 
Parliament, or declared to be deemed as Universities under Sec- 
tion 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956; or 

(B) Parsed Sections A and B of the Associate Membership 
Examination of the Institution of Engineers (India), or have 
any other educational qualifications recognised by that insti- 
tution as exempting from passing these Sections; or 

(C) obtained a degree/diploma in Engineering, from #uch 
foreign Unlversities/Collcges/Institutiona and under such con- 
ditions as may be recognised by the Government for the pur- 
pose from time to time. 

(D) a pass in the Graduate Membership Examination of 
the Institution of Tel e-communication Engineers (India) ;** 

(E) a pass in the Graduate Membership Examination of 
the Institution of Electronics and Radio Engineer 4 ., London 
held after November, 1959.** 

**Thc qualifications given at (D) & will not be applic- 
able to M.E.S. (B&R ). 

The Graduate Membership Examination of the Institution of 
Electronics and Radio Engineers, London, held prior to Novem- 
ber, 1959, is also acceptable subject to the following condi- 
tions : — 

(1) that the candidates who have passed the examination 
held prior to November, 1959, should have appeared and par- 
sed in the following additional subjects; 

til Principles and Applications of Electrical Engineering 
(in accordance with the syllabus prescribed in 5e«- 
tk>D A of Post-1959 Scheme). 

(ii) Mathematics II (in accordance with the syllabus pres- 
cribed in Section B of Poet-1959 Scheme). 

(2) that the candidates concerned should produce a certi- 
ficate from the Institution of Electronics and Radio Engineer, 
London, in fulfilment of the condition prescribed at (1 ) above. 

Xote. — 1. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render him eligible to appear 
at this examination, but has not been informed of the result, 
may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
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apply, provided that the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examination. Such candi- 
dates will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, 
but the admission would be deemed to be provisional and 
subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof of having 
passed the examination, as soon as possible* and in any case 
not later than two months after ihe commencement of this 
examination, 

Note : — 2. — In exceptional cases, the Commission may treat 
a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications prescribed in 
this rule, as educationaly qualified provided that he has passed 
examinations conducted by other institutions* the standard of 
which in the opinion of the Commission, justifies his admis- 
sion to the examination. 

Note :-3.- — A candidate, who is otherwise qualified but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign University which is not 
recognised by Government, may also apply to the Commis- 
sion and may be admitted to tbe examination at the discretion 
of the Commission.
